The  continued  construction  of  pill  boxes  and  trenohes  and  the  lay- 
ing of  mines  by  an  unidentified  North  Korean  oorps  are  among  the  evidence 
supporting  this  conclusion.

12 . Move  of  ma^or'Cbmmunist  east  ooast  unit  to  west  coast  auggeatedt 

During  the  past  weelk,  direction  finding  bearings  have  consistently 
located  a Nor,th  Korean  VII  Oorps  radio  transmitter  on  the  west  coast. 
There  has  been  no  indication  within  the  context  of  enemy  messages, 
however,  confirming  the  westward  displacement  of  any  elements  of  this 
oorps,  ourrently  carried  in  the  Wonsan-Hungnam  area  on  the  east  coast.

Comment r A trans-penihsula  move  of  this  combat  corps  would  offer 
further  evidenoe  of  Communist  operations  to  repulse  an  anticipated  UN 
landing  on  the  west  ooast. 

It  may  be  noted  further  that  the  overstrength  North  Korean  VII 
Corps  (five  divisions  and  one  brigade)  is  in  a better  position  to 
furnish  reinforcements  to  the  newly  formed  West  Coast  Defense  Command 
than  any  other  major  Communist  oommand  in  Korea. 

Previous  Communist  messages  detailing  UN  preparations  for  an 
amphibious  landing,  recent  propaganda  broadcasts  aoousing  the  UN  of 
such  an  intention,  and  the  reoent  formation  of  a West  Coast  Defense 
Command  are  evidbnoo  of  the  seriousness  with  whioh  the  Communists  regard 
this  UN  capability. 
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14«  Chine ae  Communis ta  discuss  Japanese  troops  with  the  TO  la  Korea t 

A B October  voice  transmission  by  Chinese  Communist  personnel  in  Korea 
oontained  the  following  oommentas 

"Prom  what  I heard,  the  Japanese  Army  are  ooming,  but  is  it  trust" 

"I  don’t  know.  The  Japanese  are  no  good." 

"That's  right."

Comments  There  is  a widespread  belief  among  the  enemy  in  Korea 
that'  We^JlT  in  employing  Japanese  troops.  The  subject  has  been  a favorite 
recurring  theme  of  enemy  propaganda  broadcasts. 

16.  Communist  military  units  forced  to  subsorlbe  to  "bonds" s Aooording 

to  a preliminary  field  translation, - the  Nor^  Korean  Railroad  Security 
Division  in  Pyongyang  addressed  the  "Chief  of  the  Political  Department 
of  All  regiments"  on  9 Ootober  instructing  them  to  "subtraot  the  cost 
(41,000  won  for  a defense  bond)  from  the  service  men’s  pay  of  October

Comments  Continuous  emphasis  is  placed  on  such  "voluntary"  contri- 
butions Vy  North  Korean  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  war.
